Folk  Festival  In  July  To  Salute  Louisiana  Aviation 


Louisiana  aviation  will  be 
given  a  special  salute  during  (he 
eighth  annual  Natchitochcs- 
Norihwestem  Siatc  University 
Folk  Festival,  which  is  being 
produced  July  17-19  in  Prather 
Coliseum  by  the  Louisiana  Folk- 
life  Center  at  NSU. 

Serving  as  general  chairman  of 
the  multi-cultural  festival's 
feature  exhibit  on  aviation  is 
62-year-old  Marion  Cole  of 
Shreveport,  a  leader  and  pioneer 
in  the  history  of  air  shows  and 
competitive  aerobatics. 

The  youngest  of  the  famous 
Flying  Cole  Brothers,  Marion  has 
been  a  national  favorite  in  air 
show  performances  and  is  an 
acknowledged  master  in  this  an. 
During  the  past  four  decades,  he 
has  shared  the  center  stage  with 
most  major  air  show  stars  and  has 
flown  displays  in  praciically 
every  type  of  suitable  aircraft 
available  at  the  lime. 

Cole,  who  won  the  United 
States  National  Aerobatic 
Championship  in  1952  and  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States 
Men's  Aerobatic  Team  at  the 
1968  world  championships  in 
Magdeburg,  West  Germany,  will 
Join  some  of  his  friends  at  the 
festival's  Saturday  and  Sunday 
daytime  sessions  which  will 
feature  them  flying  dangerous. 
complicated  routines. 

At  the  Natchitoches  Airport, 
where  the  aerobatic  perfor- 
mances are  scheduled,  visitors 
will  also  have  an  opportunity  to 
walk  around  vintage  World  War  I 
and  II  fighter  aircraft 

Inside  Prather  Coliseum,  festi- 
val director  Dr.  Donald  W. 
Hatley  said  visitors  from 
throughout  the  United  States  can 
listen  to  old-timers  spin  yams 
about  the  early  days  of  flying  or 
eiiamine  one  of  12  detailed  exhi- 
bits pertaining  to  aviation  in 
Louisiana  and  the  nation. 

While  Louisiana  aviation  is  the 
theme  of  the  1987  festival,  the 
focus  remains  on  the  fmest  of 
Louisiana's  folk  arts,  such  as 
music,  crafts  and  food. 

Homer  Bailes  of  Grand  01c 
Opry  fame  and  internationally- 
known  Cajun  fiddler  and  singer 
Hadley  Casulle  will  join  22  bands 
from  Louisiana  and  Texas  sche- 
duled to  perfonn  on  the  festival's 
main  and  concourse  stages. 

Bluegrass,  Irish,  blues,  white 
and  black  gospel,  old-time  coun- 
try, foot-stomping  Cajun  and 
many  other  forms  of  Louisiana 
traditional  music  are  prog- 
rammed this  year. 

Over  40  master  Louisiana  folk 
artists  will  be  spotlighted  in  crafts 
demonstrations,  including  boat- 
makers  from  Catahoula  Lake, 
basket  weavers  from  the 
Coushatia  Indian  Reservation  at 
Elton.  Caddo  Indian  doll  makers 
and  fmger  weavers,  and  Missis- 
sippi mud  sculptors.  Craftspeople 
will  talk  about  centuries  old  tech- 
niques and  will  also  condiKt 
infofmal  workshops. 

Louisiana   is    famous    worl- 
dwide for  its  food,  and  it  is  only 


natural  that  the  Natchitochet- 
Northwestern  Folk  Festival 
tempt  visitors  with  Indian  by 
bread,  soul  food,  Cajun  delica- 
cies. Cane  River  cream  pie. 
Natchitoches  meatpies.  fried  alli- 
gator and  catfish,  bar-b-que, 
Italian  sandwiches.  Oriental 
cooking  and  much  more. 

The  Naichitoches- 
Norihwestem  Folk  Festival 
features  three-hour  nighttime 
music  shows  Friday  and  Saturday 
at  8  p.m.  and  a  varied  program  of 
music,  crafts,  eihmc  foods,  work- 
shops and  the  Louisiana  aviation 
exhibit  during  daytime  session 
Saturday  and  Sunday  from  H) 
a.m.  to  6  p.m. 

General  admission  tickets  far 
adults  are  $4  for  the  nighttime 
music  shows  and  $5  for  the 
daytime  sessions.  Childrens  12 
years  of  age  and  younger  will  be 
admitted  to  each  of  the  four  festi- 
val session  for  $3  per  sesson.

Northwestern  Has  Been  Teaching  Aviation  For  Decades 


Would  it  surprise  you  to  learn  that  some  very  good  flying  was  being 
taught  at  the  Natchitoches  airport  under  the  NSU  purple  banner,  with 
an  "N"  for  Normal,  in  1939?  That's  right!  1939!  This  was  a  coeduca- 
tional program  with  modem  training  aircraft  of  the  time,  and  coveralls 
and  leather  flight  jackets  (a  la  Chuck  Ycagcr)  were  the  uniform  ofthe 
day.  (Check  the  1939  catalog  and  1940  Potpourri). 

Twenty  students  were  given  the  opportunity  to  acquire  wings 
through  the  Civil  Pilot  Training  Program  conducted  at  Louisiana  Stale 
Normal  College  for  the  first  time  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority. 
The  program,  conducted  and  instructed  by  Raymond  E.  Breazcalc. 
contained  a  72-hour  ground  course  and  flight  instruction. 

That  was  only  the  beginning.  A  department  of  aviation  was  estab- 
lished in  1945  offering  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  programs  in  avia- 
tion flight  and  flight  operations,  aviation  administration,  and  aviation 
maintenance.  These  programs  remained  ai  Normal  after  World  War  n 
until  they  were  put  on  inactive  siams  a  few  years  later  during  a  post- 
war slump  in  the  aviation  industry. 

A viauon  sc  ience  at  NSU  as  it  is  known  today  was  reinstated  m  mid 
1970  under  the  direction  of  Raymond  Carney,  the  nephew  of  one  ofthe 
original  Normal  aviation  instructions.  NSU's  program  is  a  jet-age 
design  tailored  lo  generate  educated  and  skUled  aviation  professionals 
for  both  govcrTuncnl  and  industry. 

NSU  aviation  programs  are  primarily  pilot  career  onented.  combm- 
ing  flight  training  with  a  university  core  curriculum  and  other  aviauon 


and  life-related  subjects  to  complete  both  associate  and  baccalaureate 
degrees.  Since  most  major  aixl  many  commuter  airlines,  as  well  as 
many  corporate  flight  departments,  require  or  prefer  a  prospective 
pilot  to  have  a  college  degree.  NSU  graduates  have  a  distinct  advan- 
tage over  other  non-degree  applicants. 

The  quality  of  NSU's  program  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  thai  most 
graduates  are  pilots  or  are  in  a  viauon -related  positions.  Graduates  hold 
captain  and  first  officer  positions  with  commuter  airiincs  including 
Royale  Airlines,  and  fbghl  engineer,  first  officer  and  captain  positions 
with  many  major  air  carriers  including  Delta.  U.S.  Air.  Eastern.  Orion, 
Northwest  Orient,  and  Piedmont  flying  such  aircraft  as  the  727.  737, 
DC9.  and  Airbus  300.  Some  of  NSU's  former  students  arc  also  serving 
in  Air  Force  and  Naval  aviation. 

Indusoy  forecasts  9.000  to  12.000  jobs  for  professional  pilots  at  all 
levels  this  year  aivJ  further  predicts  that  hinng  will  remain  high  -  41 
4.000  to  6.000  jobs  yearl  y  -  through  the  end  of  this  decade  and  puis  the 
demand  at  42,000  pilots  through  the  laie  1990's.  Schools  with  excel- 
lent nationwide  reputation  for  quahty  programs  will  supUy  the  largest 
percentage  of  thse  new  and  well  rewarded  air  crew  members. 

Aviation  science  at  NSU  will  continue  to  deliver  what  the  future 
employers  demand  -  qualified  aviation  professionals,

McConncU.  an  Alexandria 
native,  was  a  former  president 
of  the  Rapides  Parish  Police 
Jury  and  a  graduate  of  North- 
wcsiem  Sute  University. 

He  was  an  executive  assis- 
tant 10  former  US.  Sea 
RusseU  B.  Long.  D-U..  from 
1965  to  1969  and  began  work 


on  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  in  1969.  He  became 
the  senior  vice  president  of  the 
exchange. 

"John  was  a  dear  friend  and 
a  dedicated  public  servant," 
Long  said.  'Those  of  us  who 
knew  him  will  treasure  him 
with  fond  recollections  of  his 
warm  personality." 

"John's  death  is  a  great  loss 
for  those  of  us  from  Louisiana 
who  valued  his  judgment,  his 
character  and  his  unfailmg 
good  humor."  said  U.S.  Sen.  J . 


Bennett  Johnston.  D-La.  "In 
his  devotion  lo  his  family  and 
his  dedication  to  the  public 
good,  he  always  repnssented 
the  very  best  that  Louisiana 
and  the  country  have  to  offer." 

"John  was  a  real  profession- 
al, in  the  sense  of  knowing  a 
lot  about  this  place  and  in  the 
sense  of  working  to  make  the 
system  work,"  said  U.S.  Sen. 
John  Breaux,  D-La.  "He  was 
one  of  those  people  who  went 
from  public  service  to  the 
private  sector  with  a  lot  of 


class.  He  did  not  abuse  his 
contacts,  but  he  learned  from 
what  he  did  with  Russell,  and 
what  better  teacher  than 
Russell  Long."

Friends  Of  Bayou  Folk  Museum  Established  To  Preserve  Home 


An  organization  known  as  the 
Friends  of  Bayou  Folk  Museum 
has  been  established  by  the  NSU 
Foundation  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  for  the  preservation 
of  the  only  home  where  authoress 
Kale  Chopin  lived  that  is  open  to 
the  public. 

Bayou  Folk  Museum,  a  Loui- 
siana landmark  which  is  on  the 
National  Register  of  Historic 
Places,  is  a  two-story,  plantation- 
style  house  restored  as  the  only 
extant  home  of  the  famous  writer. 

Owned  and  operated  by  the 
NSU  Foundation  since  1979, 
Bayou  Folk  Museum  is  recog- 
nized internationally  as  the  hand- 
made brick  house  off  Highway  1 
in  Cloutierville  where  Chopin 
collected  material  for  some  of  her 
most  important  literary  works 
during  the  1800's.

Mrs.  Emma  R.  Masson  and 
Mrs.  Lucille  Carnahan.  in 
preserving  the  home  of  the  19th 
century  writer  and  in  keeping  it 
open  for  Chopin  admirers  and 
scholars  of  the  Cane  River  coun- 
try heritage."  said  Mrs.  James. 
During  their  visit,  Mrs.  Eyrech 
and  Mrs.  Mor^son  discussed 
with  Mrs:  Carnahan  the  impor- 
tance of  an  organization  to  begin 
a  major  campaign  for  raising 
funds  to  preserve  the  museum.

England,  France 
and  from  across  the  United  States 
proves  that  this  museum  must  be 
funded,"  explained  Mrs.  Carna- 
han. "Mrs.  Morrison  and  Mrs. 
Eyrech  believe  that  once  such  an 
organizatioo  is  established,  many 


contribute  to  preserve  the 
memory  of  a  major  writo'  of  her 
era." 

Mrs.  Morrison,  who  spends 
every  summer  at  Chautauqua. 
N.Y.,  where  some  of  the  coun- 
try's outstanding  artists  in  all 
areas  of  the  fine  arts  perform, 
contributed  $250  to  become  the 
first  Life  Member  of  the  Friends 
of  Bayou  Folk  Museum. 

Mrs.  Eyrech  joined  Mrs. 
Masson,  Mrs.  Carnahan  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  Owen  as  charter 
members  of  the  organization.

For  This  GINGER,  Hitting's  a  SNAP 


Another  year,  another 
honor.  But  being  nanie<]  the 
Gulf  Star  conference's  Most 
Valuable  Player  this  past  week 
was  more  than  just  another 
day  at  the  office  for  Ginger 
Craig,  Northwestern  State's 
resident  Suitress  of  Swat. 

"It  fell  great,  tremendous," 
Craig,  a  unanimous  selection 
as  both  a  first  team  outfielder 
and  MVP.  stated.  Some  other 
items  that  were  both  "great" 
and  "tremendous"  were  the 
numbers  she  put  on  the  final 
Softball  Stat  sheet:  a  .428 
batting  average,  59  hits,  thir- 
teen doubles,  six  triples,  eight 
home  runs.  41  runs  batted  in 
and  a  mind-boggling  .783 
slugging  percentage. 

What  in  the  name  of  Babe 
Ruth  is  going  on  here, 
anyway? 

"I  owe  a  lot  of  what  I  did 
this  year  to  Coach  (Rickey) 
McCalister."  Craig  says.  "He 
stressed  staying  low  and  driv- 
ing the  ball  somewhere 
instead  of  just  trying  to  hit  it 
hard  and  far."  Hitting  it  hard 
and  far  is  something  that  Craig 
has  always  done  ever  since 
putting  on  the  Lady  Demon 
doublekniis  three  years  ago. 
Headed  into  this  season,  she 
had  swatted  18  round  trippers 
and  knocked  in  61  runs  -  both 
NSU  career  highs  after  just 
two  years. 

On  the  less  impressive  side 
was  an  aggregate  batting  aver- 
age of  .263.  respectable  in  the 
competitive  world  of  fast  pitch 
Softball  but  more  like  Bob 
Uecker  than  Ted  Williams. 
After  her  1987  performance, 
Craig  will  step  up  to  the  plate 
in  next  year's  opening  contest 
the  owner  of  a  career  .315 
batting  average. 

"I've  always  been  some- 
what of  a  natural  hitter,  but 


also  have  had  to  work  very 
hard  at  it."  Craig  says. 
"Hitting  is  my  favorite  part  of 
the  game,  but  I  also  like  to  play 
defense."  Defense,  in  fact,  is  a 
close  second.  In  her  last  two 
years  of  patrolling  center  field. 
Craig  has  been  charged  with  a 
total  of  just  five  errors  while 
throwing  out  nine  runners 
trying  to  stretch  a  single  into  a 
double  or  trying  to  race  home 
after  a  flyouL  Her  fielding 
percentage  covering  the  last 
89  games  stands  at  .972. 

That  Craig  has  turned  out  to 
be  such  a  productive  player  on 
the  college  front  is  not  alt  that 
surprising  after  looking  at 
what  she  did  to  opposing 
pitchers  on  the  high  school 
front,  beginning  with  the 
seventh  grade  on.  That's  right, 
the  seventh  grade. 

"I  played  hi^  school  ball 
from  the  seventh  through  the 
twelth  grade."  Craig  says 
matter  of  factly.  While  most 
girls  won't  even  know  what  a 
Softball  is  in  the  seventh  grade. 
Craig  used  the  experience  as  a 
starter  at  the  shortstop  to  regis- 
ter prepubescent  batting  aver- 
ages .621  and  .627.  That  was 
just  a  sign  of  things  to  come, 
however  as  she  never  hit 
below  the  .600  level  in  helping 
ConvCTse  -  the  high  school, 
not  the  tennis  shoes  -  to  a  stale 
runner-up  title  as  a  freshman, 
the  quarter  finals  as  a  sopho- 
more and  the  state  semi-finals 
during  her  junior  and  senior 
seasons. 

Converse  Coach  Larry 
Patrick  was  sorry  to  see 
Ginger  graduate  as  the  person- 
able 5-5  swingstress  took  a  lot 
of  athletic  success  with  her.  A 
three-time  basketball  district 
MVP,  Craig  garnered  all-state 
honors  as  a  roundballer  each 
of  her  junior   and   senior 
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seasons  while  averaging  well 
over  twenty  points  per  outing. 
Tack  on  two  varsity  letters 
earned  as  a  member  of  the 
volleyball  team,  and  Craig  left 
high  school  with  a  total  of 
eleven  sweater  decorations. 

Craig,  who  took  most  of  the 
basketball  and  softball  records 
with  her.  was  forced  to  leave 
behind  two  items  as  both  her 
number  three  basketball  and 
number  three  softball  jersey's 
were  retired,  never  to  be  worn 
again  by  a  female  athlete  at 
Converse. 

The  physical  education 
major  credits  her  parents  •  Joe, 
a  basketball  player  at  Oak 
Grove  High  School  in  the  50's 
and  Helen,  a  former  hooper  at 
Converse,  for  any  success 
she's  achieved.  "They  always 
pushed  me  to  do  ihe  best  I 
could  -  not  only  in  sports  but  in 
school  and  anything  else  I  did. 
Why  give  less  than  100%?" 
Craig  asks. 

Or  in  Ginger's  case.  .428%.

MONICA  LEE  IN  ACTION 
THIS  YEAR 


To  sum  up  Northwestern 
State's  victory  in  this  year's 
Gulf  Star  conference  track  and 
field  championships,  you  need 
just  one  word:  Dominating. 
The  Demons  dominated  to 
the  mne  of  99  learn  points  -  the 
most  in  the  three  year  history 
of  the  GSC  -  and  a  rather 
convincing  32  point  margin  of 
victory  over  last  year's  champ 
-  Southwest  Texas  State. 
Seven  individuals  won  titles 
and  NSU  swept  both  the  quar- 
ter mile  and  mile  relay  events 
for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
Southwest  Texas  Stale  had  six 
first  place  finishes  and 
Stephen  F.  Austin  tallied  four. 
Southeastern  Louisiana 
managed  one  first  place 
ribbon. 

"We  were  looking  to  score 
points,'*  said  NSU  head  coach 
Leon  Johnson  after  winning 
his  second  Coach  of  the  Year 
trophy  in  three  years.  "Wc 
were  after  the  team  title  and 
sel  up  for  the  meet  as  such.  We 
had  two  and  three  individuals 
in  a  lot  of  events  and  they  all 
came  through  for  us." 

When  asked  if  anything 
surprised  him  about  the  meet's 
outcome,  Johnson  responded 
"1  was  surprised  thai  we  were 
able  to  sweep  both  the  100  and 
200  like  we  did,  and  that  our 
400  meter  relay  team  ran  as 
well  as  they  did.  I  knew  that 
they  were  capable,  but  we've 
been  injured  all  year  and  I 
thought  that  it  would  take 
more  time  for  them  to  record 
the  time  that  they  did.  And.  I 
was  surprised  with  Yelta 
James'  performance.  She  had 
a  great  track  meet." 

Thai's  "she"  as  in  a  member 
of  the  Lady  Demon  L^ack 
squad,  of  which  Johnson  has 
just  six  performing  members, 
yet  they  managed  to  finish 
third  out  of  the  half  dozen 
teams  competing.  James 
shouldered  much  of  the  load, 
fmishing  second  in  the 
heptathlon,  third  in  the  long 
jump,  and  first  in  both  the  100 
meter  hurdles  and  400  meter 
hurdles.  Her  13.85  in  the  shor- 
ter  hurdle  event  set  a  new 
conference  mark. 

For  the  record,  the  other 
Lady  Demons  earning  points 
include  Sonja  Dale.  Clara  Jean 
Davis,  Mary  Madison,  Sarah 
Harding  and  Annie  Sampson. 
"I  feel  that  our  women  have 
come  a  long  way.  The  univer- 
sity should  be  proud  of  them." 
Johnson  said  afterwards. 

Il's  not  as  easy  picking  a 
hero  out  of  the  men's  side  of 
the  track  as  the  Demons  had 
two  individuals  capture  a  pair 
of  lilies  each.  Brian  Brown  set 
anew  NSU  Complex  and  Gulf 
Star  record  after  clearing  7*3" 
in  the  high  jump  and  came 
back  Saturday  afteriKXXi  to 


take  home  a  first  place  finish 
in  the  tr^le  jump,  an  event  in 
which  Northwestern  State 
failed  to  score  last  year. 

Chester  Davis  did  all  his 
work  on  Saturday,  and  he  did 
it  remarkably  well.  Davis 
cruised  to  a  victory  in  the  100 
meter  dash  (10.47)  in  helping 
NSU  to  a  sweep  of  that  event's 
fu^t  four  places  (Edgar  Coop- 
er took  second,  Al  Edwards 
third  and  Kenneth  DeWitt 
fourth)  and  then  came  back  a 
while  later  to  clip  DcWitl  at 
the  tape  while  also  erasing 
DeWiu's  conference  record  in 
the  200  meter  with  a  swift 
21.11  lime.

Llewellyn  Starks  became 
the  second  NSU  iracksicr  to 
qualify  for  the  NCAA 
Outdoor  championships  after 
lying  a  school  record  and 
breaking  the  NSU  Complex 
and  Gulf  Star  record  in  the 
long  jump.  Starks.  who 
finished  fifth  in  the  counuy 
and  thus  gained  all-America 
status  at  ihis  year's  NCAA 
Indoor  championships,  sailed 
26  feel,  four  and  one  half 
inches  Friday  nighi  in  what 
has  become  a  record  breaking 
year  for  the  rcdshin  freshman. 

Paul  Ocnbrink  matched  his 
season's  best  effort  in  the 
discus  with  a  170-11  toss  to 
capture  that  field  event.  Jamie 
Horn  closed  out  a  superb  NSU 
performance  with  a  winnmg 
14.29  effort  in  the  1 10  mcicr 
hurdles.

The  first  thing  you  notice 
when  Cheslcr  Davis  comes 
into  view  is  ihat  he  has  an  "N" 
shaved  into  his  head.  It's  not 
the  kind  of  "N"  thai  the  teach- 
er who  taught  penmanship  in 
the  first  grade  would  be  very 
proud  of  and.  in  fact,  could 
pass  for  a  "Z"  as  Davis  zips 
past  (rack  opponents  in  any  of 
four  events.  Lucky  for  Nonh- 
wesiem  State  track  coach 
Leon  Johnson  that  Davis  has  a 
better  sense  of  direction  than 
his  barber. 

But  (he  I4th  letter  of  the 
alphabet  carved  into  Davis* 
skuti  isn't  the  only  unique 
item  about  this  sophomore 
speedster.  Coming  from  a 
family  that  includes  [wo 
brothers  and  six  sisters,  he's 
been  the  only  one  involved 
with  athletics  on  any  level. 
He's  the  only  offspring  of 
Rose  Davis  to  attend  college 
and  his  stepfather  has  the  same 
name  as  the  President  who 
once  tried  to  (oss  a  silver 
dollar  across  the  Potamac 
River. 

All  that  plus  he's  much 
speedier  than  your  average 
6-0, 165  pounder.  Just  ask  any 
of  (he  runners  he  left  in  the 
dust  at  this  year's  Gulf  Siar 
conference  championship. 

Not  favored  in  any  of  the 
-two  individual  events  he 
entered,  Davis  blew  away  the 
competition  in  both  (he  100 


and  200  meter  dashes,  picking 
up  a  fmt  place  in  the  first 
event  with  a  10.47  clocking 
and  another  numero  uno 
finish,  along  with  a  new  Gulf 
Star  conference  record  21.11. 
in  the  200. 

And  for  good  measure. 
Davis  ran  a  leg  on  each  of  (he 
winning  quarter-mile  and  mile 
relay  teams,  the  first  of  which 
set  a  new  conference  standard, 
whipping  around  the  400 
meter  oval  in  40. 1 1  seconds. 

No  wonder  Davis,  who  two 
years  ago  was  winning  the 
Alabama  state  championship 
in  the  100  meter  dash,  was 
named  the  meet's  Most  Valu- 
able Performer  as  the  the 
Demons  swept  to  their  second 
GSC  title  in  the  last  three 
years. 

"It  felt  good."  understated 
the  soft-spoken  Davis,  who's 
not  unfamiliar  with  the  feeling 
that  goes  along  with  capturing 
MVP  honors.  "I  won  indoor 
MVP  honors  dumig  my  senior 
year  in  high  school,"  says 
Davis,  who  prcpped  two  slates 
away  at  Mobile  Conty  High,  a 
5-A  school  in  Alabama.  "1 
won  the  high  jump,  came  in 
third  in  the  60  yard  dash  and 
fifth  in  the  400  meter  run." 

That  kind  of  indoor  season 
prepared  Davis  for  the  1985 
outdoor  campaign,  as  he 
helped  his  team  win  the 
Alabama  state  championship. 
taking  home  first  place  in  the 


100  meter  dash,  second  place 
in  the  200  and  second  in  the 
long  jump,  behind  current 
Ugiversity  of  Alabama  tail- 
back Bobby  Humphrey. 

Performances  like  that 
earned  Davis  all-County 
recognition,  but  he  was  use  to 
being  recognized,  having  been 
named  an  all-conference 
basketball  guard  for  two  years 
and  gaining  all -conference 
merit  following  a  football 
career  that  saw  him  start  four 
years  and  pick  up  over  2.000 
yards  while  scoring  23 
touchdowns. 

A  broken  collarbone  his 
senior  year  helped  steer 
college  football  recruiters 
from  Alabama.  Southern 
Miss,  Ole  Miss,  Mississippi 
Slate  and  Memphis  Stale  else- 
where but  opened  the  door  for 
current  Demon  assisiantcoach 
Steve  Thomas,  a  native  Alaba- 
mian,  to  offer  Davis  a  track 
scholarship  at  Northwestern 
State. 

"I  came  to  Northwestern 
because  of  the  tradition." 
Davis ^ays  now.  "I  had  heard 
of  guys,  like  (the  late  Joe) 
Delaney,  and  (Mark)  Dupcr. 
and  I'm  happy  with  my  deci- 
sion. We  have  a  chance  to  win 
the  Soulhl^id  conference  next 
year,  though  it  will  take  a  lot  of 
hard  work.  As  for  myself.  I've 
improved  a  lot  since  last  year. 
My  best  race  is  the  200  meter 
dash,  but  we're  coming  on  in 
the  400  meter  relay.  All  of  us 
(Al  Edwards,  Kenneth  DeWitt

Baseball  Ends  Dismal  Campaign  T«inisjecond  m  cmf championships 


One  look  Northwestern 
State's  final  baseball  record 
tells  you  what  kind  of  year  it 
was  for  the  diamond  Demons. 

NSU  clocked  out  at  14-37 
overall  and  2-18  (last  place)  in 
the  Gulf  Star  conference. 

Yep  —  it  was  a 
lUlIooooonnnnnggggg  year. 

But  wait  a  minute.  For  want 
of  some  more  nms,  that  record 
could  have  very  easily  been 
leveled  off  at  the  .500  level. 
Twenty  two  runs  to  be  specif- 
ic. Over  the  course  of  the 
season,  the  Demons  dropped 
eleven  one  run  contests, 
beginning  with  the  season 
opener  at  Southwestern 
Louisiana.

seasons  0972-75)  while  Kairis 
will  have  just  two  years  of 
duty  inside  a  Demon  uniform. 

At  the  plate  Kairis  was  just 
as  proficient,  batting  an  even 
.300  (o  lead  all  Demons.  His 
24  rbi's  were  second  on  (he 
club  and  no  other  player  could 
match  his  three  uiples. 

Speaking  of  matching,  it 
would  be  hard  for  anyone  to 
duphcate  the  kind  of  year 
Wells  had  when  he  stepped  up 
to  bat.  The  hard-hitting  first 
baseman  cleared  the  fence  via 
the  home  run  route  a  team- 
high  seven  times  and  his  34 
rbi's  were  unmatched.  Wells 
came  within  one  double  of 
tying  the  school  record  for  two 
baggers  in  a  season  after 
galloping  180  feet  a  total  of  16 
limes  during  1987. 

Both  of  those  players  return 
for  head  coach  Johnnie 
Emmons,  along  with  a  decent 
nucleus  of  squad  members 
who  demonstrated  (he  poten- 
tial to  imporve  once  diey  were 
put  into  the  position  of  playing 
everyday.

Twice  named  the 
Gulf  Star  conference's  Player 
of  the  Week,  Craig,  a  shoe-in 
for  all  conference,  first  team 
honors,  is  also  the  oddS  on 
favorite  to  be  named  the 
loop's  MVP  after  topping  the 
GSC  in  doubles,  triples,  home 
runs  and  hitting. 

Fellow  outfielder  Tracy 
Foshee  had  another  solid 
season  with  a  ^97  batting 
average,  a  lofty  figure  some- 
what overshadowed  by 
Craig's  superior  slugging. 
Foshee's  46  hits  would  have 
set  a  new  NSU  school  stan- 
dard had  Craig  not  banged  out 
59  safeties. 

Making  up  the  rest  of  the 
1988  senior  group  are  first 
baseman  Jcannie  DiVitorrio 
(11  rbi's)  and  Missy  Landre- 
neau.  a  part-timer  in  1987  who 
batted  .207  in  limited  duty. 
When  McCalister  looks 
down  his  final  line-up  card 
from  this  past  season,  he  also 
sees  plenty  of  punch  from  the 
underclassmen  returnees. 
Second  baseman  Michelle 
Efferson  recorded  the  third 


highest  amount  of  hits  (32) 
and  batting  average  (.254)  on 
the  team  while  fieWing  a  basi- 
cally nawless  second  sack 
(.957  fielding  percentage). 
Her  18  bunts  topped  the  team. 

Shortstop  Anne  LeHaye 
settled  down  somewhat  in  the 
field  and  came  to  life  at  the 
plate  in  that  final  eight  game 
stretch  to  close  with  .207 
balling  average  and  second 
best  19  rbi's.

darlings.  Twice  named  the 
Gulf  Star  conference's  Player 
of  the  Week.  Craig,  a  shoe-in 
for  all  conference,  first  team 
honors,  is  also  the  odds  on 
favorite  to  be  named  the 
loop's  MVP  after  topping  the 
GSC  in  doubles,  triples,  home 
runs  and  hitting. 

Fellow  outfielder  Tracy 
Foshee  had  another  solid 
season  with  a  .297  batting 
average,  a  lofty  figure  some- 
what overshadowed  by 
Craig's  superior  slugging. 
Foshee's  46  hits  would  have 
set  a  new  NSU  school  stan- 
dard had  Craig  not  banged  out 
59  safeties. 

Making  up  the  rest  of  the 
1988  senior  group  arc  first 
baseman  Jeannie  DiViiorrio 
(1 1  rbi's)  and  Missy  Landre- 
neau.  a  part-timer  in  1987  who 
batted  .207  in  limited  duty. 
When  McCalister  looks 
down  his  final  line-up  card 
from  this  past  season,  he  also 
sees  plenty  of  punch  from  the 
underclassmen  returnees. 
Second  baseman  Michelle 
Efferson  recorded  the  third 


highest  amount  of  hits  (32) 
and  batting  average  (.254)  on 
the  team  while  fieWing  a  basi- 
caUy  flawless  second  sack 
(.957  fielding  percentage). 
Her  18  bunts  topped  the  team. 
Shortstop  Anne  LeHaye 
settled  down  somewhat  in  the 
field  and  came  to  life  at  the 
plate  in  that  final  eight  game 
stretch  to  close  with  .207 
batling  average  and  second 
besr  19  rbi's.

Val  Sfdter.  a  starter  in  right- 
field  for  all  but  foiu-  games, 
returns  for  her  junior  season  in 
1988  along  with  reserves  Jill 
Jenkins.-  and  Janet  Davis.

NFL's  Giants 
In  4th  Round 

Odessa  Turner  became  North- 
western State's  first  NFL  draft 
choice  in  three  years  when  the 
Super  Bowl  champion  New  York 
Giants  tabbed  the  6-3. 205  pound 
senior  in  the  fourth  round  of 
April's  NFL  draft. 

With  the  Giants.  Turner  will  be 
reaquainted  with  former  Demon 
and  current  New  Y<wk  starter 
Gary  Reasons. 

Turner  was  the  last  pick  of  the 
fourth  round  and  1 12th  aelectioB 
overall.  After  two  years  as  an 
honorable  mention  all -America 
wide  receiver,  the  native  of 
Monroe  was  switched  to  free 
safety  in  time  for  the  1 986  season 
and  responded  with  62  tackles 
(36  sok),  26  assists),  three  tackles 
for  losses,  two  quarterback  sacks, 
four  pass  interceptions  and  two 
hits  that  caused  fumbles. 

Turner  is  the  only  player  in  the 
three  year  history  of  the  Gulf  Star 
conference  to  be  named  a  ftrst 
team   pick   on   offense   (1984, 


1985)  and  defeoie  (1986).  Aioi« 
those  bnes,  it  is  also  believed  that 
he  is  the  first  one  10  be  honored  on 
both  sides  of  the  line  of  scrim- 
mage by  the  Louisiana  Sports 
Writers  Association  (1985  on 
offense,  1986  on  defense). 

As  a  wide  receiver.  Turner 
hauled  in  a  career  total  of  56 
catches  for  900  yards  (16.1  aver- 
age) and  nine  touchdowns. 

Turner  was  drafted  as  a  wide 
receiver  by  the  Giants.

Kairis  was  selected  to  the,

NSU.  The  junior  had  a  (earn-high 
.497  slugging  percenlage  with 
four  home  runs,  three  triples  and 
1 1  doubles.  He  very  easily  could 


have  been  selected  to  the  loop's 
pitching  staff  after  topping  the 
league  in  suikeouts,  whiffing  a 
total  of  102  opposing  bailers.
